At A Recent Meeting In Washington 


COLLEGE STATION, Nor. 27. 
Home production of faadatoffs 
for the family as well aa for foe 
farm livestock, including more ex­ 
tensive development 
of 
poultry 
raising, dairying, canning and oth­ 
er similar activities, 
ara among 
foe outstanding phases of a work­ 
ing program to be urged for the 
Southern States or cotton belt as 
discussed and adopted at tho re­ 
cent gathering in Washington, D. 
C., of heads and other represen­ 
tatives of Land Grant Colleges of 
the United States. 
While in Washington the middle 
of November for foe fortieth an­ 
nual convention of foe Association 
of Land Grant Colleges, presidents 
of foe Land Grant Colleges, direc­ 
tors of agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions and extension service depart­ 
ments, met in conference with Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture William Jar- 
dine and Eugene Meyer, represen­ 
tative of President Coolidge's com­ 
mittee to devise means for retiring 
part of the present cotton crop and 
plans to bring about a more con- 


for his live stock as well as to 
take care of his family’s needs. 
That poultry raising be increas­ 
ed until each farm has enough bena 
to produce ample eggs and meat 
for foe family as well m to af­ 
ford produce for foe market.
